Declaration 

I, Christina Gates, Managing Partner of Tomkins & Company, European Patent 
Attorneys, make this Declaration,

I am the Patent Attorney responsible for preparing and drafting Irish Patent Application 
No. 2003/0773 entitled "Use of Probiotic Bacteria in the Treatment of Infection". This is 
the priority application on which U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/576,010, which is 
the national stage of PCT/ IE2004/000143. 

The invention arises out of collaborative research conducted between Teagasc, the 
Agricultural & Food Development Authority, University College Cork, and a company, 
Cross VetPharm Limited. At a meeting between representatives of these parties, 
inventorship of the invention was determined, and a verbal agreement made for 
assignment of rights between the various parties. 

Following that meeting I sent documentation to Cross VetPharm Limited for the attention 
of Mr. Stephen Hallahan to sign an Assignment document and at the same time sent other 
documents to his employers. The signed Assignment document was never returned to me, 
despite a number of reminders. 

Subsequently it was decided to file the PCT application and ultimately enter the national 
stage in the U.S.. In connection with the U.S. application I sent by registered post return 
receipt requested to Mr. Stephen Hallahan, at his last known business address, a copy of 
the specification, claims, abstract and figures which had been filed in connection with 
that U.S. application. His home address is not known to me. I also enclosed a Combined 
Declaration and Power of Attorney, a general Assignment document, and an Assignment 
document specific for the U.S., and requested that he sign those documents. The letter, a

copy of which is enclosed, was sent by registered post on the 19 of June, 2007. Mr. 
Hallahan was asked to return the signed documentation to me within twenty-one days. 



I have not received a response from Mr. Stephen Hallahan. I attach as Annex 1 an extract 
of the List of Registered Postal Packages of the Irish Postal Service, An Post, showing 
that package RR 4578 4601 OIE was sent to Mr. Stephen Hallahan on 19^*" June 2007. The 
attached Annex 2 is an extract from the Delivery Record Card of An Post, showing that 
package RR 4578 4601 OIE was signed for by P_Lawlor at "Cross Vet" on 20^*" June 
2007. 

Mr. Hallahan was advised that failure to sign and return the Declaration by the deadline 
would be construed as a definitive refusal to join in the application papers. At this stage I 
therefore assume that Mr. Hallahan has now refused to join in the application papers. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that wilful false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 
of the United States Code and that such wilful false statements may jeopardise the 
validity of the application or any patent issued thereon.
